THIRD DAY— FRIDAY 

November 28, 1913. 

The Conference was called to order at 9 o’clock, Bishop 
McCoy in the chair. The opening worship was led by Dr. 
John R. Stewart. 

The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

The time to ballot for delegates to the General Conference 
was fixed to begin immediately after the reception of the class 
to be received into full connection today. 

Dr. Gross Alexander, the Book Editor, and Dr. Chas. D. 
Bulla, of the Sunday School Board, were introduced, and Dr 
Alexander spoke in behalf of the Methodist Review. 

The following was adopted, after a speech by Dr. James 
Cannon : 

The Western North Carolina Conference is peculiarly and spec- 
ially favored in having situated within its bounds the Southern 
Assembly and beautiful Lake Junaluska. The Laymen’s Mission- 
ary Movement, through a wise, judicious committee, after much 
painstaking care and investigation, selected this delightful and 
picturesque spot near the beautiful little city of Waynesville. And 
last June there was held at this place a great Missionary Confer- 
ence for the whole Church, resulting among many other good things, 
in the greatest missionary collection in the history of our Meth- 
odism — $152,000. 

Immediately after this Conference a great Bible Institute was 
held for ministers and other church workers. Then followed the 
Epworth League and Sunday School Conference, with telling bene- 
fit to all who were present. 

Lake Junaluska is destined to be the Mecca of Southern Meth- 
odism. Neither money nor effort is being spared to make it 'a 
most attractive resort. The spiritual, intellectual and physical 
benefits of the highest order are beautifully and harmoniously com- 
bined there under the direction and guidance of some of our best 
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and wisest leaders. The possible good that is to come to our 
whole Church and especially to our own Conference, cannot he over- 
estimated. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we in Conference assembled, 
give to the Southern Assembly our most hearty endorsement and 
most cordially welcome its coming into our midst and open our 
hearts in Christian greetings to all who may gather on these de- 
lightful grounds for physical recreation, intellectual and spiritual 
profit, and that we most earnestly and continuously pray the great 
Head of the Church, our Lord Jesus Christ, for His constant presence 
and guidance upon all that is said and done there, that good may 
not only come to our Zion, but to the whole world. 

Further, Inasmuch as the Mid-Winter Institute formerly held at 
the Training School, Nashville, Tenn., has been officially moved to 
Lake Junaluska, we respectfully suggest that the Boards of Mis- 
sions and Education take under consideration, separately or con- 
jointly, and report to this Conference, the advisability and expe- 
diency of paying the local expenses, that is, lodging and board of 
the under-graduate ministers and other of our younger ministers 
whom the Presiding Elder and two or more members of these Boards 
recommend, who will attend the Institute the coming summer, and 
that wherever necessary each district pay the traveling expenses of 
any under-graduate or other minister herein designated, who will 
go from the district thus making provision for his going. This, 
we believe will be as good if not the best money these Boards and 
our Conference could spend. 

Further, There is a growing need for more efficient and well 

qualified teachers in all our Sunday schools. We believe, therefore,

and would most respectfully suggest that the Sunday School Board 
take under advisement the importance and need of sending two or 
more teachers annually from every Sunday school to the Sunday 
School Conference to be held at Lake Junaluska every summer, and 
that this Board bring before this Conference recommendations as 
to ways and means by which this can be done. We believe the 
good resulting to each school represented as herein indicated would 
be immediate and emphatic. 

We also .heartily commend the book issued from the Board of 
Missions containing the full report of the second Missionary Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, edited by Dr. 
G. B. Winton. The title of this book is “The Junaluska Conference.” 
We would urge all our people to buy and read this book. There 
is no other book just like it. It is full of the latest missionary infor- 
mation. 
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Resolved, That the Western North Carolina Conference hear- 
tily endorses the plan to erect a building on the Southern Assembly 
Grounds at Lake Junaluska, N. C., to be used as the Western North 
Carolina Conference Headquarters, and we request the appointment 
of a Committee of 12, consisting of E. A. Cole, C. H. Ireland, W. F. 
Womble, James A. Gray, Jr., D. B. Coltrane, A. C. Reynolds, J. W. 
Harris, L. T. Cordell, T. H. Weaver, W. R. Ware, C. A. Wood and 
C. M. Pickens, with power to formulate a plan, to select a site and 
to erect a suitable building, provided that the Committee so appoint- 
ed shall have no power to impose any financial obligation upon the 
Conference.

Minute Question 4, Who are admitted into full connec- 
tion? was called and William B. Davis, Joseph M. Folger, 
Alfred C. Gibbs, Rufus F. Honeycutt, Marcus T. Smathers, 
William B. Shinn, John A. Marr, Walter B. West and Giles 
W. Vick, having passed the Committees of Examination and 
answered the disciplinary questions, were, by a vote, admitted. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of E. M. Hoyle and 
John W. Hoyle, from the North Carolina; Frank Siler from 
the North Georgia; J. C. Postelle, from the South Georgia; 
E. B. Troy, from the Louisiana; and A. G. Shapland, from 
the New Mexico Conference, giving answer to Minute Ques- 
tion 6. 

The time for the special order, the election of delegates 
to the General Conference, having arrived, J. H. West and 
M. T. Smathers were appointed clerical, and W. R. Odell 
and R. L. Snow, lay, tellers, and a ballot was taken by the 
clerical members for six clerical, and by the lay members 
for six lay delegates. After the votes were cast the tellers 
were permitted to retire to count the ballots. 
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The call of Minute Question 22 was resumed and the 
characters of eighty-eight preachers were passed. When the 
name of G. E. Eaves was called, his character was passed, 
and then on motion of G. T. Rowe, he was at his own request 
granted a location. 

The lay tellers reported that C. H. Ireland had received 
26 votes, G. L. Hackney 22 votes, Dorman Thompson 22 
votes and E. A. Cole 21 votes, and they were declared elected 
lay delegates to the General Conference. 

A second ballot was then taken for two additional dele- 
gates, with no election. 

On the third ballot W. R. Odell received 27 votes and was 
declared elected. 

A fourth ballot was then taken for one delegate without 
result. 

Minute Questions 1, 12 and 16 were called and answered. 
(See Condensed Minutes). 

On motion the time for adjournment was extended until 
the tellers report result of the ballot for clerical delegates 
to General Conference. 

R. M. Taylor submitted a resolution from the Virginia 
Conference to transfer to our Conference all the territory 
of the Virginia Conference in Patrick County west of Dan 
River. This action was approved and R. M. Taylor was ap- 
pointed to present a memorial to that effect. 

The following was read to the Conference with request 
that the Bishop render a decision whether or not the issue 
was one for arbitration: 

Western North Carolina Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, 

South, in session in Charlotte, N. C., Nov. 26-30, 1913, 

To Bishop James H. McCoy, presiding: 

A controversy has arisen and now exists between the Winston 
District and the Mt. Airy District over a claim set up by the said Mt. 
Airy District against the Winston District for a share in the Win- 
ston District Parsonage on account of the transfer of certain charg- 
es from the said Winston District to the Mount Airy District. .The 
following are agreed upon by the parties concerned: 
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1. When the Mount Airy District was divided in 1910 the fol- 
lowing charges were transferred from the Winston to the Mount Airy 
District: Leaksville, Madison and Mayodan, Stoneville, Stokesdale, 
Spray and Draper, Summerfleld and Walnut Cove. 

2. These seven charges had paid into the Winston District par- 
sonage the sum of $534.00 only a short time before the transfer. 

3. At the time of the transfer of these charges the Mount Airy 
District had no District parsonage, but soon after bought property 
for that purpose, and proqeded to levy and collect from the old 
charges remaining, money to pay for the same. 

4. No assessment was made against the transferred charges 
for this purpose, because they claimed an interest in the district 
parsonage to the extent of the investment they made in the same. 

5. The District Conference of the Mount Airy District, held in 
Madison, N. C., in July, 1911, gave written notice to the Winston 
District Conference, which met the following week in Thomasville, 
of said claim, under paragraph 455, Discipline, 1910. At the same 
District Conference an arbitrator was appointed to act in the ad- 
justment of the claim, and requested the Winston District Confer- 
ence to appoint an arbitrator. The request was granted, but the 
arbitrator was instructed to resist the claim on the ground that it 
was not a case for arbitration under paragraph 455. 

6. At the same time of the transfer of the seven charges from 
the Winston to the Mount Airy District, three charges were trans- 
ferred from the Salisbury to the Winston District, namely, Lexing- 
ton, Davidson and Jackson Hill. 

6. These charges had contributed to the erection and upkeep of 
the Salisbury District parsonage, but the amount of such contri- 
bution cannot now be ascertained. The Winston District has not 
set up any claim against the Salisbury District parsonage. 

These are the facts agreed upon, and we pray you to grant a legal 
decision in the case. Is the case one for arbitration with the pre- 
sumption of a claim in favor of the Mount Airy District?

At 9 o’clock Bishop McCoy called the Conference to or- 
der and D. Atkins led the opening worship. The minutes 
of yesterday were read and approved. 

The tellers announced that Plato T. Durham had received 
134 votes for clerical delegate to the General Conference 
and was elected. 

On the seventh ballot Frank M. Weaver received 16 votes 
for lay delegate to General Conference and was elected. 

J. L. Cunninggin, D. D., of Vanderbilt University, and 
J. W. Orr, D. D., of the Presbyterian Church, were intro- 
duced. 

F. E. Durfee received 22 votes, J. W. Harris 22 votes, 
and S. L. Rogers 21 votes, and these were declared elected 
lay alternates to the General Conference. 

The second ballot for clerical delegates resulted in no 
election. On the third ballot Gilbert T. Rowe received 108 
votes and was declared elected. On the fourth ballot James 
H. Weaver received 78 votes and was elected. H. K. Boyer 
received 88 votes on the fifth ballot and was elected. 

The report of the Joint Board of Finance was read and 
adopted. 

Leave of absence was granted to W. T. Albright. 

Minute Question 22 was resumed and eighty-three preach- 
ers submitted their reports and their characters were passed. 
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The Secretary was instructed to send a letter of condol- 
ence to A. G. Loftin, who is sick and unable to attend the 
Conference. 

James and Furman McLarty, the little sons of E. K. Mc- 
Larty, were introduced and sang a duet, “ Beautiful Land,” 
to the delight and edification of the Conference. 

The report read by G. D. Herman, recommending that 
steps be taken for the erection of a home for crippled, diseased 
and dependent children, was adopted. (See Appendix). 

The following was adopted : 

Whereas, We believe that services should be held in all our 
churches as far as practicable on Thanksgiving Day, and thereby 
cultivate a spirit of patriotism in our people; also that our people 
may have an opportunity to make thank offerings for the support 
of our Children’s Home; therefore,

John R. Stewart, D. D.; J. L. Cuninggim, D. D., and 
Gross Alexander, D. D., all addressed the Conference in be- 
half of the interests they represented, and a collection was 
taken for the benefit of needy ministerial students, and pledg- 
es amounting to $1,600.00 were secured, and at 1 o’clock 
the Conference adjourned.

The Conference met at 3 o’clock, with J. H. Weaver in 
the chair, by appointment of the Bishop. The opening wor- 
ship was led by W. L. Dawson.

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REPORT OP BOARD OF EDUCATION 

Your board has had before it the reports of Trinity, Greensboro, 
Weaver, Rutherford and Davenport Colleges, also the report of the 
Brevard and Jefferson Schools. We endorse the work of all these 
institutions and heartily recommend them to the sympathy and pa- 
tronage of our church. 

We recommend, first, the following appointments: Rev. S. B. 

Turrentine, D. D., President of Greensboro College for Women; Rev. 
W. M. Curtis, Secretary and Treasurer of Greensboro College for 
Women; J. A. Baldwin, President Southern Industrial Institute; Rev. 

J. B. Craven, President Davenport College; Rev. W. A. Newell, 
President Weaver College; Rev. L. B. Abernethy, Teacher Cullowhee 
Normal School; Rev. J. M. Downum, Teacher Appalachian Training 
School; Rev. W. B. West, Vice-President Weaver College; Rev. E. 

K. Creel and Rev. E. J. Harbison, Professors in Rutherford College; 
Rev. W. L. Sherrill, Secretary-Treasurer Davenport College. 

We ask the confirmation of the following trustees: Trinity 

College, Rev. J. R. Scroggs, Hon. W. D. Turner, Dr. E. C. Regis- 
ter, Rev. G. T. Rowe, and J. B. Sherrill; Weaver College, F. E. 
Durfee, H. C. Blackstock; Davenport College, Rev. E. L. Bain, 
Rev. C. W. Byrd, Rev. W. L. Sherrill, Rev. J. F. Kirk, Rev. C. M. 
Campbell, F. C. Sherrill, A. N. Todd, Dorman Thompson; 
Rutherford College, Rev. J. H. West, Rev. H. M. Blair, Dr. W. H. 
Nicholson, W. C. Thompson, Jno. Rodrick, Rev. H. H. Jordan, Rev. 
T. F. Marr, S. M. Asbury, J. A. Goode; Greensboro College for Wo- 
men, Chas.

We recommend, third, that the first Sunday in May be made 
Brevard Day, and that all our pastors be requested to take a collec- 
tion at that time for the Brevard School. 

We recommend, fourth, that the educational assessment be 
made $14,585.00; that $2,500.00 of this be set aside for the sinking 
fund of the Trinity College debt, due by this Conference; that 
$2,000.00 of this be used on the Davenport College, and that the 
remainder be appropriated on the following basis: General Board of 
Education, $4,085.00; Greensboro College for Women, $2,000.00; Wea- 
ver College, $2,000:00; Rutherford College, $2,000.00. 

We recommend that in view of Davenport College having secured 
the amount of their indebtedness in pledges, that we pay them 
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$2,000.00 at this Conference and the remaining $2,000.00 of our Con- 
ference pledge to be paid when the remainder of their debt is se- 
cured in cash. 

We rejoice in the prosperity of Weaver College, and heartily en- 
dorse the plans adopted to secure an endowment of $50,000.00 for 
this institution. We also endorse the selection of Rev. R. A. Child, 
D. D., as financial agent of the school and pledge him our co-oper- 
ation. 

We are glad to note that the course of study has been raised 
so as to meet in full the requirements of a Junior College. We 
recommend that this school be made a Junior College in this Con- 
ference, and that we ask the co-operation of our General Board of 
Education in the effort to make this a great mountain school. 

We wish to hereby express our hearty appreciation of the munifi- 
cent gifts of the Messrs. Duke and others in the gift of more than 
one million dollars to the endowment of Trinity College, and Mr. 
J. B. Cornelius for the large and generous gift of a sum sufficient 
to erect a nice building at Davenport College. Also that thanks 
of this Conference be extended to Mrs. Mary T. Hudson for the 
gift of one thousand dollars to Greensboro College for Women.

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The challenge of the non-Christian world to the Christian 
Church has never been so emphatic as it is today. It has never 
before had so good an opportunity to carry out our Lord’s com- 
mand, and her failure to do so is without alleviating circumstances. 
She cannot be excused on the ground of ignorance, for all can easily 
know the condition and the needs of the non-Christian world. She 
cannot be excused on the ground that the heathen world is inacces- 
sible, nor can she plead lack of resources. 

In view of these facts, we feel that our Conference should 
continue to move forward. We are grateful for the progress made 
in recent years. But we plead for larger things. Too often we 
have made the assessments the goal of our effort. It is time for us 
to cease talking about assessments and in response to the appeal of 
the needy world, go far beyond them. This is imperative for both 
Foreign and Domestic Missions. If no church in our connection 
paid more than the assessment we could not put a single new 
missionary into the field; and not only so, but we should be forced 
to recall one-fourth of our present force. 

********* 

We do not need so much the spasmodic enthusiasm, the tem- 
porary emotional interest, but our people should know the needs 
of the world, the efforts that are being put forth by the Church 
and the success attending those efforts. So we recommend the 
distribution of missionary literature. The Report of the Juna- 
luska Conference is a most excellent missionary tract. The Mis- 
sionary Voice should go into every Methodist home. We confi- 
dently believe that our presiding elders will conform to the disci- 
plinary requirements of preaching on the subject of missions an- 
nually in every charge; of providing for efficient and well defined 
plans for missionary education; of conducting early in the year 
a missionary institute; of seeing that the preachers hold mission- 
ary mass meetings, and that they encourage the work of the Wo- 
man’s Missionary Society. 

We would remind our pastors of the law which requires that 
they preach frequently on the subject of missions; that they 
organize the Missionary Committee; that they hold missionary 
mass meetings; that they recognize each Sunday school as a mis- 
sionary society, according to the law, taking the monthly mission- 
ary collection in each Sunday* school. 

***** **** 

We again urge the Every Member Canvass and early collections. 
We gain nothing and lose much by putting off our missionary 
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collections to the last of the year. We ask that all the domestic mis- 
sionary assessments be collected and paid in January and February, 
and the foreign in March and April. 

********* 

We expect to hold the Missionary Mid-Year Meeting early in 
January, and we hope that the presiding elders and pastors will 
attend if possible- And we suggest that the Mid-Year Meeting be 
followed by district and circuit institutes. 

Again we adopt China as our special field, and suggest that 
we give special attention to China in our missionary educational 
campaigns; also that we take our new specials in China. 

********* 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. Frank Siler for Confer- 
ence Missionary Secretary. We respectfully ask that the presiding 
eiders, pastors and laymen accord him their hearty co-operation. We 
believe that with the support of the preachers we are in position 
to make great progress in the work of missions in the next few 
years. The following resolution defines this work: 

Resolved, That the financial policy of the board, through its 
Secretary, shall be to maintain the present specials for foreign 
missions, and to emphasize home missions as the object for which 
further specials shall be raised. 

We nominate E. A. Cole for Conference Lay Leader. 

The assessments for the coming year are the same as last year: 

For Foreign Missions $18,300.00 

For Conference and Home Missions 24,700.00 

We commend the Jefferson School and when our funds will 
justify, we shall be glad to make appropriations to this work.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 

The amount assessed last year by the General Board of Church 
Extension was $11,395.00, one-fifth of which was for parsonages. 
On this assessment there was paid in figures $8,363.39, the dis- 
posal of which is shown by the Treasurer’s report hereto attached. 

In the Board’s last annual report it said: “The Board, believing 
that the work could he made more efficient hy receiving applica- 
tions at an earlier date than at present, has passed the following 
resolution : 
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“The applications, in order to be considered at the next ensuing 
Conference, shall be mailed to the Secretary or Treasurer not later 
than ten days next preceding the opening of Conference.” 

The Board regrets that little attention was paid to the above 
resolution. Nearly all of the applications were presented the first 
three days of Conference, several the second and third days. 

The Board desires to call attention to the importance of hav- 
ing the applications made in proper form. The Board is more 
convinced than ever before of the wisdom of making loans rather 
than donations and is pleased to state that our Conference loan 
fund now amounts to $2,770.22, which is administered through 
the General Board, $750.00 is now available, and the 
executive officers are authorized to loan same. 

There were applications before our Board asking for donations 
to the amount of $7,627.50, and the Board regrets its inability to 
grant all asked for. If the whole assessment on the Conference 
had been paid many more grants and loans could have been 
made. 

The assessment on our Conference this year is $11,825.00. 

We have not the accurate number of churches in this Confer- 
ence, but there are about 825; of these, 324 have been helped by 
either or both of the Boards to the amount of about $86,000.00. 

The Board has had a record breaking attendance this session, 
all members except three having been present. The Board ten- 
ders its thanks to Dr. W. F. McMurry, Corresponding Secretary, 
for his presence and address last night.

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REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

During the past Conference year every needy Sunday school in 
the Conference that applied for help received aid from this Board. 
Children’s Day programs were offered to the Sunday schools on 
every pastoral charge without money and without price, and many, 
but not all, of the schools availed themselves of this privilege. 

The Board has been pleased to note that wherever church build- 
ing enterprises have been projected, of recent years, great regard 
has been shown for the proper housing of the Sunday schools. 

The Board recommends to all schools, both in the city and coun- 
try, a painstaking campaign of home visitation for the purpose 
of increasing the Sunday school interest and attendance. Let this 
campaign not fail to include the boarding houses, places of busi- 
ness and manufacturing plants. 

The organized class has abundantly proved its right to exist. 
Its blessings to the members of the class and to the school and 
to the church soon became manifest. The Board urgently recom- 
mends to the pastors and Sunday school superintendents that they 
encourage the formation of what is now known as the organized 
class. 

The Board strongly recommends that every organized class be 
enrolled in the Wesley Bible Class Department of our own Sunday 
School Board at Nashville, Tenn. Charles D. Bulla is at the head of 
this Department, and the Board urges that all organized classes 
get in touch with him. 

The General Sunday School Board last May adopted a new 
standard of efficiency for Sunday schools, specifying ten things that 
must be found in a standard school. The Board will send, free 
of cost, printed copies of this universally recognized standard to 
any applying preacher or superintendent. 

The Board regrets to say that some of the Sunday school su- 
perintendents and some of the preachers do not send each year to 
this board the collections that are taken on Children’s Day. The 
Discipline provides that the entire collection on that day be turned 
over to the Sunday School Board. Occasionally this collection is 
used to defray the running expenses of the school, and sometimes 
it is sent to the Children’s Home. The Board trusts that the delin- 
quent superintendents and preachers will come to have a con- 
science on Children’s Day collections, obey the Discipline, and send 
the collection, immediately after it is taken, to the Treasurer of 
this Board. 

The Board will give during this next Conference year Children’s 
Day programs, free of cost, to every Sunday school that will observe 
Children’s Day. 
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During this session of the Conference the Board heard a call of 
need from struggling Sunday schools in Arizona and New Mexico, 
and appropriated twenty-five dollars for the work there. 

The Board recommends to the Bishop that the Rev. J. W. Long 
be allowed to continue his work as General Secretary of the 
North Carolina Sunday - School Association.

In the entire Connection 297 new 
chapters with a membership of 3,000 have been reported to the 
central office. 

The Annual Assembly. at Connelly Springs was featured by an 
increased attendance, the Vanderbilt Quartet and a stirring address 
by Rev. J. Marvin Culbreth. 

The Ninth International Epworth League Conference, to be 
held in Buffalo, is looked forward to with interest throughout the 
church. 

At the last meeting of the General Board a new plan for work 
with boys was accepted, to be called the Knights of Ezelah. This 
plan is in its infancy, but literature explaining the work it con- 
templates is being prepared and may be had by applying to the 
office at Nashville. 

We would call attention to the Epworth Era and urge pastors 
to secure subscribers that its wholesome influence may be widened. 
We urge that new chapters be organized wherever practicable; that 
the young people of our Church may be trained for large and 
efficient service.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 

Since more books and periodicals are now read by our people 
than ever before, and since this tendency will go forward much 
more rapidly under the changing conditions of our times, we feel 
the importance of putting into our homes, without delay, such lit- 
erature as will uplift and develop a higher type of citizenship, to 
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implant deeper religious convictions and fit our people for a more 
useful life, both to Church and State. 

In keeping with this idea we are glad to feel that in our publi- 
cations at Nashville we have just what is most needed and that 
our problem is one of wider distribution, for we feel that these 
periodicals are about all that could be desired; and in addition to 
these we would earnestly recommend for the consideration of both 
pastors and laymen the Junaluska Convention, a book that will 
enable those who did not attend that great Missionary Conven- 
tion to get some idea of its importance. 

We note with satisfaction the increased growth of our Confer- 
ence organ and congratulate Brother Blair and his advisers for the 
degree of success they have brought about; however, we feel that 
our Advocate was not pushed as it should have been by many; there- 
fore, we recommend the inauguration of an immediate and vig- 
orous campaign for a net gain of 2,000 subscribers, which your 
Committee has apportioned to the Districts as follows:

The distribution of the above allotment to be made to the 
different pastoral charges by the same method as last year, and 
we would urge our pastors and official boards to begin at once a 
thorough canvass, beginning with the official members, to raise 
their allotment. 

We had hoped that the plan suggested by D. B. Coltrane and 
recommended last year, would have liquidated the $5,000 debt on 
the building, and we earnestly commend this matter to the con- 
sideration of our people of means, and trust that before another 
annual session the funds will have been provided and the debt wiped 
out, and with this in view, we suggest that Brother Coltrane be 
asked to continue to push this matter and to formulate such plans 
as may bring about a desired result. 

Your Committee would be glad to see a clubbing arrangement 
with the periodicals published at Nashville by which our own Ad- 
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vocate could be offered with one or more of the publications to 
their general advantage. 

We would further suggest that our pastors urge our 
Sunday school teachers and leaders of other church organizations 
to bring to the attention of those whom they are training, a list of 
such books and periodicals as they may need, since too often peo- 
ple read bad literature because they do not know where to get 
that which is of real worth. 

Your Committee has examined the report of the Board of Pub- 
lication and is pleased with the carefully prepared inventory of 
the Advocate business. We recommend the adoption of the report 
of that Board. . •

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLICATION 

The annual meeting of the Board of Publication was held at 
the Advocate office in Greensboro on Thursday, November 20th. At 
this meeting Rev. H. M. Blair, our Agent and Treasurer, submitted * 

his report, giving in detail a carefully prepared inventory of the 
plant, together with an itemized statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments for the year, also a complete financial statement showing 
resources and liabilities as appeared November 1st, 1913. 

We are glad to report a good net increase in the circulation of 
the Advocate, nearly 1800 new subscribers having been added dur- 
ing the year. The Conference thus falls short about 1200 of se- 
curing the number pledged last year. The result, however, shows 
that the plan of apportionment to the charges is a wise one and 
should be continued. Experience has demonstrated that we cannot 
secure and keep up a large circulation without the constant co- 
operation of the pastor and official organization of the Church. Your 
Board would urge that this plan be continued and that, in addition, 
some plan be adopted whereby every official member of the church 
can be placed on the list. 

The financial statement shows a considerable increase in re- 
ceipts from subscribers, also a large increase in the Job Depart- 
ment, so that the total volume of business is considerably larger ‘ 

than in any former year, despite the fact that the advertising in- 
come has fallen off, owing to our policy of eliminating from our 
columns medical advertisements, and all such as are not in keeping 
with the highest ethical requirements. 

We again call your attention to the fact that it is the general 
printing business which we have established in connection with the 
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printing of our paper that makes it possible for us to give the 
excellent paper which we are now making. As this department is 
made stronger we expect to continue the improvement of the paper. 
It is never well for a church paper to be forced to rely upon any 
considerable income from advertising, for the reason that both 
the quality and quantity of advertising usually admitted under the 
stress of necessity are calculated to hinder circulation, the very 
thing for which the paper exists. We do not think, therefore, that 
there should be any regret at a little financial loss when we con- 
sider the infinite gain of having a church paper without spot or 
wrinkle; or any such thing. This, it is the purpose of your Board 
to have if it requires the elimination of all advertising. But such 
a policy will demand an enthusiastic support of our Circulation 
and Job Departments. The experience of the past year encourages 
us to believe that we shall have this. Expressions of apprecia- 
tion, as well as increased patronage during the past year, fill our 
hearts with great hope. 

A book business in a small way has been inaugurated during 
the past year, and we are glad to find that the results have been 
sufficient to encourage its continuance, and we urge that our preach- 
ers and people co-operate with the agents in this department. In- 
finite good can be done by keeping a list of choice books before 
our people every week through the Advocate. All orders sent 
through the Board are filled promptly at publishers’ prices, and this 
helps to swell our business. We hope to see this department greatly 
increase in the coming year, because the placing of a good book 
in a family through the Advocate, makes the paper a double 
blessing. 

During the year we found it necessary to add considerably to 
our equipment. Two new machines were installed, besides some 
smaller additions, aggregating in all about $4,000.00. The advance 
on these machines, besides the payment of notes falling due dur- 
ing the year, make it inadvisable for us to appropriate anything 
for the Conference fund. This we regret, but we trust there will 
be ample compensation in the future, as these extra expenditures 
are made to meet the demands of a growing business. 

Your Board is still convinced that the crying need of our time 
is some plan by which we can place the church paper in every 
home, and we repeat what was submitted in our former report, 
that, “As far as we have been able to develop it we believe that 
our Conference has the ideal plan for eventually reaching this goal. 
Having established our own printing house with ample facilities 
for making a paper every week for every family, we should not 
stop short of this achievement. Of course we do not claim that 
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this can be accomplished in a single year, but by adopting a plan 
which will make each official board feel the responsibility of cir- 
culating the Advocate just as keenly as they feel the responsibility 
of providing for the other interests of the church, we can, by a 
gradual process, bring our people to appreciate the place of the 
church paper in our work.”

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CHILDREN’S 

HOME 

Since our last annual report a number of important changes in 
the management of the Children’s Home have occurred. 

At a called meeting of the Board held in Trinity church, 
Charlotte, N. C., December 8, 1912, H. A. Hayes tendered his res- 
ignation as Superintendent, which was accepted. 
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At another called meeting of the Board, held at the Home at 
Winston-Salem, N. C., January 2, 1913, Rev. H. K. Boyer was elected 
Superintendent. At this meeting a transfer committee consisting 
of J. K. Norfleet, H. G. Chatham and P. T. Durham was appointed 
to take an inventory of the property of the home, audit the ac- 
counts and turn over the management of the institution to H. K. 
Boyer. 

The committee appointed Mr. Leslie Abbott, an expert accoun- 
tant, of Greensboro, N. C., who, after a thorough examination, found 
H. A. Hayes indebted to the Children’s Home, as shown by the 
following extract from the transfer committee’s report: “We, the 

transfer committee appointed by your Board, wish to report that 
the expert accountant employed to audit the accounts of the Chil- 
dren’s Home, report a shortage of proven items in Mr. Hayes’ ac- 
count amounting to $2,377.84, and there appears from an analysis 
of Mr. Hayes’ personal account, emphasized by the difference in 
the reports to Conference and from other receipts and the amount 
credited on the cash book a probable shortage of $3,193.74, making 
a total shortage of $5,531.58.” 

The transfer committee reported to the Board .at its annual 
meeting on October 7, 1913, that $1,829.11 had been collected on the 
foregoing account. 

The full report of Mr. Abbott, including that of the transfer 
committee, is on file with the Secretary of the Conference and 
marked Exhibit “A.” 

Certified copies of the minutes giving a complete account of the 
dealings of the Board with the above case are also on file with the 
Secretary of the Conference and marked Exhibit “B.” 

The contention was made by the family of Mr. Hayes that he 
was insane and therefore not responsible for his acts. This con- 
tention was supported by physicians’ certificates and written state- 
ments from others. The Board, deeming it no part of its business 
to pass on the sanity of Mr. Hayes, instructed its attorney to pros- 
ecute him unless the above contention should be established by 
due process of law. At a hearing in the Superior Court before 
the Clerk of Forsyth County, H. A. Hayes was pronounced insane 
and committed to Broad Oaks Sanatorium. 

The report of E. E. Gray, attorney for the Board, including an 
account of the inquisition of lunacy, and the warrant of commit- 
ment by the court is also on file with the Secretary and marked 
Exhibit “C.” All these reports are open for your inspection. 

We are informed that after remaining in Broad Oaks Sanato- 
rium for some time Mr. Hayes left for parts unknown. Your Board 
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has had no knowledge of Mr. Hayes since his departure from the 
Sanatorium, but the proper officers of the law have a warrant for 
his arrent and same is being diligently prosecuted with hope of his 
apprehension. 

Rev. H. K. Boyer began his administration on February 17, 
1913. It was a most difficult task he faced and one that called 
not only for a brave spirit but for wisdom and tact also. How 
wisely and faithfully he met all the many intricate and delicate 
problems involved in his position is evidenced not only by his annual 
report, but also by the splendid condition of the Home at this time. 

Your Board is indebted to Brother Boyer for a most valuable 
service. Brother Boyer’s financial statement shows that the farm 
has yielded a large profit and that the cost of maintaining a child 
is $51.81 less than that of the preceding year. 

This report is also on file with the Secretary of the Conference 
and marked Exhibit “D.” Since February 17, we have cared for 
124 children. Four have been placed in homes, eight returned 
to parents and relatives and sixteen admitted. We now have on 
file 291 applications for admission into the Home. The Cornelius 
and Smith buildings are now in process of erection and will be 
completed in the near future. 

Our Financial Agent, Rev. W. O. Goode, has rendered good ser- 
vice both in the field and at the Home. He has been a faithful 
servant of the institution and has furthered its interests in many 
ways. Brother Goode declines re-election that he may return to 
the pastorate. His report is also on file with the Secretary of the 
Conference. 

We asked the confirmation of the following additional trustees 
elected under the terms of the new charter at a meeting of the 
Board at Winston-Salem, N. C., Jan. 2, 1913: — Rev. L. T. Mann, 
F. M. Weaver, Rev. P. T. Durham, Clyde R. Hoey, H. G. Chatham, 
C. W. Tillett, Rev. C. W. Byrd. We also ask that you confirm 
the re-election of the following trustees whose terms of office expire 
with this year: Harold Turner, C. H. Ireland, J. L. Nelson, S. L. 
Rogers, F. M. Weaver, L. T. Mann. Also H. K. Boyer in place of 
Walter Thompson resigned. We recommend that the present plan 
of support be continued. 

At the annual meeting of the Board held in the Home at Win- 
ston-Salem, N. C., October 7, 1913, Walter Thompson was elected 
Superintendent for the coming year. Brother Boyer having declined 
re-election because of his desire to return to the pastorate. We com- 
mend Mr. Thompson to this Conference and to the Methodists of 
Western North Carolina, both for his integrity and his good sense. 
In addition to his natural ability for this sort of work, he has had 
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a most valuable experience as founder and superintendent of the 
Jackson Training School at Concord, N. C. Your Board is confident 
that Mr. Thompson’s qualifications mark him as the man to succeed 
Brother Boyer. 

We request that J. H. West be appointed Financial Agent for the 
ensuing year. T. F. Mark, President. 





REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

Being thoroughly convinced that the Sabbath day is the fun- 
damental institution of our holy religion, and its sanctity and per- 
petuity essential to the very life of our civilization, we most deeply 
deplore the tendencies so universally prevalent to reduce it to a 
mere holiday and work day. 

We believe it is necessary for Christians of all churches to unite 
in an effort to preserve the quiet, thoughtful and worshipful Sunday 
God has ordained for the spiritual and temporal welfare of our 
race. 

Whereas, Our General Conference of 1902 recognized the Sunday 
League of America as worthy of special notice; and, 

Whereas, This League, though publishing a wholesome litera- 
ture on this subject, does not ask for any collection, but seeks in- 
stead to plant its popular literature, which we have examined and 
approved as valuable and inexpensive; and, 

Whereas, Dr. Edward Thompson, the General Manager of this 
“League,” proposes to make a tour of our state in the near fu- 
ture, holding interdenominational meetings to arouse the people 
on this subject; therefore, be it resolved: 

1. That we welcome Dr. Thompson and his cause to our state, 
and will gladly assist him in his noble work. 

2. That we commend “The Sunday Question,” a monthly devot- 
ed to Sunday reform, and published by the Sunday League of 
America, Edward Thompson, General Manager, 1834 D St., Granite 
City, 111., at the nominal cost of twelve cents a year. 

3. That our pulpits and Sunday schools should give this subject 
a more serious consideration and endeavor to indoctrinate both 
old and young in the sacredness of this divine institution. 

4. That we urge our preachers and members to refrain as far 
as possible from using our public service conveniences for travel 
on the Lord’s Day. 

5. That to avoid much drunkenness and debauchery among the 
working classes, we urge all corporations to fix some other day 
than Saturday for “pay day.”

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE 

To speak of the world’s condition and the increasing need for 
the Word of Life is simply to repeat the old story; so this is not 
written because the brethren know not, but to stir up their minds by 
way of remembrance. 

1. The constantly increasing demands made by every immigrant 
steamer that anchors in our ports increases the home land prob- 
lem, and the cheapest and most effective way of reaching the immi- 
grant is to place the . Bible in his hands. The same is true of 
the nations that know not God. 

2. There is a constant cry for light coming out of this dark- 
ness in ever increasing tones of entreaty to us who have this light. 

3. Remember that April is our Bible month and that we have 
pledged ourselves to present this sacred claim to our people and 
take their offerings for this cause.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 

1. We rejoice to learn that the recent Nation-Wide Prohibition 
Meeting, held in Columbus, Ohio, was such a great success, and that 
the outlook for an amendment to the Federal Constitution, pro- 
hibiting the manufacture, importation, exportation and transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors in this nation is so bright, and pray that 
it may soon come. 

2. We believe the time has come for North Carolina to prohibit 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors for beverage purposes; and since 
under the Webb Bill the State has the authority to prohibit any 
railroad company, express company, or other public carrier trans- 
porting intoxicating liquors into the State, we petition the next 
General Assembly to prohibit the same. 

3. We request our representatives in Congress to support legis- 
lation that will prohibit the use of the mails for circularizing our 
dry territory soliciting orders for liquor, and to further legislation 
which will prohibit the issuing of Federal Tax Receipts (Federal 
license) in dry territory. 

4. We are glad to know that the churches and temperance organ- 
izations throughout the land are binding themselves together for 
a national campaign for nation-wide prohibition. We are heartily 
in favor of the same and assure the Anti-Saloon League and other 
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temperance organizations that we will do our part to hasten the 
day when our government shall sever its connection with the whis- 
key business. We urge upon our representatives in Washington to 
use their full influence for the passage of a resolution which will 
submit to the various states an amendment, to the Federal Consti- 
tution, which will prohibit the manufacture, sale, importation, 
exportation and transportation of intoxicating liquors to be used 
as a beverage. 

We heartily endorse the work of the North Carolina Anti-Sa- 
loon League. We believe the circulation of its literature and the 
education and agitation carried on by its public speakers are nec- 
essary for constant progress. The recent attack made upon Rev. 
R. L. Davis, the Superintendent, is significant. It shows that the 
whiskey element fears the activities of this organization, and there- 
fore the church element ought to give it whole hearted support 
We assure Brother Davis that we have faith in him and the cause 
he represents. We recommend that our people give loyal support 
to this organization and thus hasten the death of the liquor 
traffic. 

6. We recommend that Rev. H. M. Blair and Judge N. L. 
Eure be re-elected members of the Executive Committee of the 
North Carolina Anti-Saloon League. 

7. That we urge upon our preachers the necessity of empha- 
sizing the cause of Temperance, and recommend that they definitely 
present this cause to each congregation during the year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF

Since reading the reports of revival work through the columns 
of the Advocate, and upon hearing the optimistic remarks of our 
Bishop upon revival work throughout our Church, and also the en- 
couraging reports of the presiding elders and preachers of the 
Conference, we firmly believe that the spiritual state of our Church 
is deeper and stronger than it was a year ago. Since we are 
aware of the fact that the spiritual state of the Church is -the sum 
total of the spiritual life of the preacher and the members, and 
the only power to save us from the perils of commercialism and 
other worldliness, we recommend: 

1. That our preachers go upon their knees, calling upon God 

to give us the Holy Spirit and enable us to give ourselves wholly

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and entirely to His leading, as He shall guide us into truth and 
righteousness, and that we submissively follow wherever He shall 
lead. 

2. That we call our congregations together and exhort them to 
earnestly pray for an outpouring of the Holy Spirit to convict and 
convert sinners and to revive pure and undefiled religion in the 
life of our membership. 

3. That we exhort all our people to establish the family altar . 
and daily prayer for an outpouring of the Spirit upon every member 
of the family and upon the Church. 

4. That we encourage our laymen to assist us in going to the 
homes of the neglected and indifferent of all classes, to pray with 
them and endeavor to lead them to Christ. Let the church make 
every one know that we are praying and working for their sal- 
vation. 

5. We deplore the fact that so many of our Sunday school schol- 
ars do not remain for preaching service and we urge that our super- 
intendents and teachers make an earnest effort to get them to re- 
main for preaching and attend the prayer meeting services. Let 
us teach above everything else that the gospel is the power of God 
unto salvation to every soul that believeth. 

6. That our preachers make use of all the means of grace re- 
commended in the Discipline and urge that each individual mem- 
ber study the Discipline and follow the teachings therein contained 
for his uplift. 

7. That each presiding elder take the initiative in the evan- 
gelistic work of his district and try to get each preacher to be an 
evangelistic pastor, and they together try to get each society to 
become an evangelistic church, that sinners may be saved and the 
spiritual life of the church vigorous and strong. That we request 
the Bishop to appoint J. J. Barker, Conference Evangelist. 

8. As early as practicable after the Minutes are received the 
pastors read this report to every congregation and follow it with a 
special sermon on the Spiritual State of the Church.

sound mind, desire to make the following report: 

Our investigations have convinced us that such an institution 
is greatly needed. The eight orphanages now in operation in the 
State, with their splendid equipment, can receive only children of 
sound body, leaving the most needy, the diseased and crippled, with 
no provision whatever for their care. We, therefore, offer the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved 1st: That this Conference go on record as favoring 

the erection of such an institution in our State. 

Resolved 2nd: That we, as a Conference of the M. E. Church, 

South, invite all the Protestant denominations of North Carolina 
and the benevolent fraternal orders of the State to unite with us 
in the establishment and maintenance of such an institution, the 
details to be worked out by a commission of this Conference, to- 
gether with any similar commission which may be appointed by 
the denominational and fraternal orders above referred to. 

Resolved 3rd: That the commission from our Conference shall 

consist of the following named persons: Rev. Dr. C. W. Byrd, R. B. 
Babington, E. A. Cole, C. W. Tillett, Clyde R. Hoey, Stonewall J. 
Durham and John W. Gulledge. 

Resolved 4th: That we appoint Mr. R. B. Babington, of Gas- 

tonia, as Secretary of this commission, who, because of his intense 
interest in this movement, consents to enter into the necessary cor- 
respondence with the official heads of the above named denomina- 
tions and' fraternal orders.

6. That the duties of trustees of church property be more clearly 
defined. 

7. That lay leaders of churches and charges be members of 
the Quarterly Conference and lay leaders of charges be ex-officio 
members of the District Conference, and that the General Confer- 
ence provide a Laymen’s Board consisting of the Annual Conference 
and District Lay Leaders with the full privileges of the floor of 
the Conference on matters pertaining to their work. 

8. That candidates for admission on trial into the Annual Con- 
ference shall be required to have completed a course of study equal 
to that required for admission to the freshman class of an A grade 
college. 

9. That the law be amended so that all applicants for admis- 
sion into the Annual Conference shall be required to promise to 
abstain from the use of tobacco. Signed,

WILLIAM HARVEY COOPER 
BY j. j. gbay 

Rev. William Harvey Cooper, son of W. C. and Cynthia 
Cooper, was born in Macon County, N. C., February 5th, 
1835, and died at Shoal Creek, N. C., July 12th, 1913. 

Brother Cooper was a Christian from his youth. He pro- 
fessed religion at ten years of age and joined the Methodist 
Church two years later. His deep sincerity attracted the 
attention of his elders. As he approached manhood he yielded 
to the call to preach and was licensed to preach and joined 
the Holston Conference in 1857. 

On October 6, 1863, he was married to Mary Elizabeth Gil- 
lespie, of Transylvania County. Two sons died in infancy; 
their four daughters live in Jackson and adjoining counties. 
Surely no preacher’s wife could have wrought more nobly. 
She still lives to bless all who come under her touch. 

His record as a preacher and his devotion to his Master’s 
service were surpassed by none. I here quote his daughter’s 
words: 

“He preached continuously for twenty years, traveling over 
a great part of Virginia, Tennessee and Western North Caro- 
lina. In his day there was no way of moving except in wag- 
ons. One time he moved over one hundred miles in a wagon, 
his wife sitting on a trunk and holding her baby the entire 
distance. There were very few parsonages and he never lived 
in but one. From October 5, 1856, till 1873 he delivered 1027 
sermons, and during his active ministerial life received 1001 
members into the church. 

“His diary, which does not give a complete record, shows 
that inside of two years he traveled 2297 miles. 

“He had many years ago consecrated his whole being to 
God. He said that whatever affliction or suffering God sent 
on his body was all right; for his body was the Lord’s and 
He could do with it whatever He pleased. 

“He was pre-eminently a man of prayer. He almost lit- 
erally prayed without ceasing. He had in his earlier life 
read his Bible through on his knees. He was a fond and 
affectionate father and a kind husband. 

“He was traveling the Powell Valley Circuit in Virginia 
when he suffered a partial loss of voice, and in the year 
following started with his family for his farm in Jackson 
County, N. C. He moved in a hired wagon, and after three 
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weeks of rain, muddy roads and swollen streams, he reached 
his destination. 

“He toiled on his farm through the week, and on Sunday 
went to church and Sunday school. He spent his life work- 
ing for the good of others. This noble man was laid to rest 
in the Thomas Cemetery at Shoal Creek. He was buried with 
Masonic honors.” It must be added that he strove hard to 
educate his children and train them for Christian service. 
They are loyal members of the church, and are in turn bring- 
ing up their own children in the right way. 

When the days of his activity as a minister were ended 
he showed the true itinerant spirit in retirement. He was 
like the bell frame in the church tower where he once served. 
After holding the bell in place for many years it was taken 
down and laid aside; in the autumn it was covered with 
morning glories. When his life was taken down from active 
service and laid aside, it was covered with the morning glories 
of Christian grace. 

The writer of this paper once attended Quarterly Confer- 
ence at Brother Cooper’s church. When the report of the 
spiritual condition of the church was read he arose and in a 
half whisper delivered an exhortation that melted many a 
heart. Penitents were called and a number came to the 
altar. It was a unique scene, a business session of the church 
punctuated by an old time altar service! It reminds one of 
a wounded soldier on a battle field. His army behind him 
is about to retreat.. The enemy presses toward him. He 
arises and smites, only to fall to the earth again, but his 
heroism rallies his wavering army and brings victory. We 
had heard a trumpet blast from the hill above him. This 
wounded soldier of the cross heard the trumpet blast from 
the hills of heaven. He arose and dealt his blow. Victory 
came. 

I watched this old saint as he walked toward his church 
the last time. Before the next Sabbath he was in eternity. 

I was impressed with the classic effect of the picture, a sur- 
vivor of what seems to some, a better day. I long for the 
gift of the artist that I might throw the picture on canvas 
and call my generation back to the best in his day. And I 
crave also the vision power of the man of Patmos that I 
might paint heaven by its side with bridge of gold thrown 
across and a beckoning hand stretched out. ’ 

WILLIAM BROWNLOW LYDA

William Brownlow Lyda was born in Henderson County, 
N. C., on September 15, 1836, and died at his home in 
Weaverville, N. C., July 4, 1913. 

At the age of fifteen he was happily converted. 

He was called to preach amidst difficulties almost insuper- 
able. His father was dead and he was the oldest of nine chil- 
dren. For a while he was a student at Sand Hill Academy. 
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On May 5, 1859, Brother Lyda was granted license to 
preach, and in the fall of the same year was admitted on trial 
into the Holston Conference. Two years after this the omi- 
nous war cloud burst in terrific fury, but during the war, and 
through the dark days of reconstruction. Brother Lyda con- 
tinued to preach with heroic courage. 

In 1863 he was happily married to Miss Martha Mackey, of 
McDowell County, N. C., but in little more than one year this 
union was severed by the death of his beloved wife. Several 
years later he was married to Miss Sarah Burgin, of the same* 
county, who, through the years, has been a devoted helper 
and who, though sad, still lives in hope. 

There were eight children, one by his first wife, and seven 
by the second marriage. Six are living, two of the daughters 
having preceded him to “that city which hath foundations.” 

For fifty-four years he was an ideal Methodist preacher. 
He loved to sing, preach, pray and work for the great cause 
that lay so near his heart. With great acceptability he served 
the following charges: Fifteen in the Holston Conference, 
one in the Indian Mission Conference, one in the Alabama 
Conference, and six in the Western North Carolina. 

While Brother Lyda’s early educational advantages were 
limited, he was, in no sense, an uneducated man. He ac- 
quired, through rigid discipline, the habit of study, and from 
every source within his reach gathered to himself useful 
information. His books were well selected and exhaustively 
studied, covering a wide range of subjects. He was a preacher 
of more than ordinary ability, and his sermons were deliv- 
ered in demonstration of the Spirit, and with power. 

To all the churches which he served he could have appro- 
priately written, “Our gospel came to you not in word only 
but in power, and in the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance.” 
His ministry was blessed with gracious seasons of revival 
power. He won many stars for his crown, and greatly en- 
riched his ministry by personally leading men to Christ, in 
the sick room, by the fireside and on the public highway. His 
religious experience was clear and steadfast, his character 
pure and strong, his influence wholesome, and his reputation, 
through more than a half century in the ministry, unblem- 
ished. 

It was the privilege of the writer of these lines to be with 
him often during his last illness, and from those hours of 
loving fellowship he brings to you the assurance that to this 
faithful servant of our Lord there came the abundant fulfill- 
ment of that precious promise, “In the evening time it shall be 
light.” His end came suddenly and peacefully in the midst 
of loving friends. His body sleeps in the beautiful little 
cemetery at Weaverville awaiting the resurrection call that 
shall at last bring all of us who are faithful to the complete 
and final inheritance of the saints in light.

Rev. James W. Wheeler was born at Chesterfield, S. C., 
September 26, 1835, and died at his home in Charlotte, N. C., 
Jan. 2, 1913. He was the son of Rev. J. H. and Ann Warren 
Wheeler. He was converted and joined the M. E. Church, 
South, under his father’s ministry at Newbern, N. C., in his 
18th year. He was educated at Cokesbury College and licensed 
to preach June 18, 1855. He was ordained deacon in 1857 
by Bishop Pierce, an elder in 1885 by Bishop Early. On 
November 27, 1861, he was married to Miss Lucy M. Plunkett, 
of Wadesboro, N. C., who was to him a helpmate in the 
highest and best sense, until the end of his earthly pilgrimage. 

He is survived by her and one son, W. M. Wheeler. He was 
first cousin to -Arthur T. Pierson, editor of The Missionary. 
Review of the World, and author of “The Crisis of Missions.”' 

At Wilmington in 1855, the North Carolina Conference 
admitted him on trial. With splendid fidelity, courage and 
zeal he served the following charges: Tar River, 1856; 

Kinston, 1857; Winston, 1858; Pittsboro, 1859-60; Wilming- 
ton, Fifth Street, 1861; Montgomery, 1863; Wilson, 1864-65; 
Winston, 1866-68; Iredell, 1869-70. (He received a nominal I 
appointment to Salisbury during the year 1871 that he might 
take the rest made necessary by overwork.) Statesville, 
1872-75; Wadesboro, 1876; Halifax, 1877; Morganton, 1880; 
Happy Home, 1881; Charlotte, 1882-83; Lincolnton, 1884; 
Mountain Island, 1885; King’s Mountain, 1886. 

In 1886, after serving faithfully for 31 years, he asked for 
the superannuate relation. 

He was a great admirer of Mr. Wesley and modeled his own 
life largely after his. His style of preaching was evangelistic 
as was evidenced by the result of his labors, hundreds being 
converted and brought into the church under his ministry, 
many of whom are now living and filling positions of honor 
and trust both in the Church and State. His arduous work 
on large circuits for several years in succession proved too 
great a strain on his constitution, never at any time robust, 
so that after serving two years on the Iredell circuit, at the 
close of the second, he was sent to Salisbury station, but 
his health continued to decline and at the advice of his 
physician asked to be relieved of the work and rested during 
the year, which proved beneficial, and at the next Conference 
he was stationed at Statesville, where he remained four 
years, and was very successful, the membership doubling dur- 
ing that time. A comfortable parsonage was built the first 
year, and at the end of his fourth year the roof was on a 
handsome brick church. He looked after his collections with 
great interest and it was his custom to take from his own 
meager amount received and apply it to them rather than re- 
port a deficit. He was scrupulously conscientious in regard 
to his finances, never leaving an appointment owing a dollar, 
which meant sacrifice and self denial all the way through. 
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It was not his fortune to live in but two parsonages, and with 
three exceptions, when his congregation paid his rent, he had 
to pay his house rent out of the small amount he received 
from his charge. He never had any choice in his appoint- 
ments, not knowing except in one or two instances until it was 
read out, where he was going. He went wherever he was 
sent without a murmur or complaint. In his last sickness, 
which was of about two years’ duration, his patience, gentle- 
ness and meek submission were beautiful to behold. During 
all that time he was deprived of his speech, yet never showed 
the least impatience, but always wore a smile and enjoyed his 
friends and church privileges as much as he ever did. Conse- 
cration was the key note of Brother Wheeler’s character. His 
faith was sublime, his trust perfect, his service never fail- 
ing, his zeal, his love, his earnest striving for the salvation 
of souls, constant; his purity of heart and life beautiful, and 
his daily life a sermon. His life was one of perfect submis- 
sion, of exaltation, so sweet, so gentle, he need not open his 
lips. As he walked among men all who saw him recognized 
the passing of a man of God. 

He was stricken with paralysis February 10, 1911, and 
never regained his accustomed health. 

November 27, 1911, he and Sister Wheeler celebrated their 
golden wedding, and on December 15, he attended his last 
church service. 

Religion with Brother Wheeler was not a matter of intel- 
lectual belief merely, but a vital part of his nature. All his 
life interests centered in preaching the gospel and furthering 
the influence of the Church for good. He believed that in 
Christianity and in it alone, are the principles of eternal life 
and that hence it deserves first and last consideration. As 
a preacher he was forceful, plain spoken and earnest, hewing 
to the line, never compromising the truth, omitting no doc- 
trine merely because to some it seemed a hard saying; and 
yet delighting to proclaim the encouraging promises of reward 
for the righteous and succor for the weak. 

It was in perfect trust and faith in these same messages 
of hope that Brother Wheeler met the end, confident that 
though his earthly career was ended, the best was yet to be, 
that the rewards of his decades of service lay just ahead. 

He had fought a good fight, he had kept the faith, he 
had finished his course. Well done, good and faithful ser- 
vant. 

FRANK H. WOOD, D. D.

Rev. Frank Harris Wood, D. D., was born in Randolph 
County, August 19th, 1836, and died at Trinity, October 2, 
1913. 

He was the son of Penuel and Callista Wood, who, in their 
day were prominent both in Church and State, in social and 
religious circles. They were industrious, intelligent and 
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godly, noted for their physical, mental and moral strength, 
and for their religious integrity. 

Thus it is seen that Dr. Wood was born in a Christian 
home, reared in an atmosphere of piety and soon took into 
his life definite and correct principles of creed and conduct. 

He was brought up on the farm and in the church, studied 
agriculture and the Bible, God and nature, and cultivated 
industry and religion, and developed a sound body, a strong 
mind and sturdy character. 

While yet young he consecrated himself to God and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and through 
the culture of the home, Sunday school and the services of 
the sanctuary ripened into a beautiful Christian manhood, 
which he faithfully maintained to the day of his death. 

He attended the high schools of his county, and being an 
ambitious and ardent student, made good in his studies; and, 
while he did not attend college, he laid a broad and solid foun- 
dation for a life long advancement in knowledge, and attained 
a highly practical working scholarship that made him emi- 
nently useful, efficient and successful as a preacher of the 
gospel. 

He was happily married October 23rd, 1858, to Miss Eliza- 
beth Pierce, who faithfully walked with him in all his toils 
and labors for more than half a century, and who still survives 
him. 

He was admitted on trial into the North Carolina Confer- 
ence at Beaufort, December 14, 1859. He was admitted into 
full connection and ordained deacon at Louisburg, December 
8, 1861, by Bishop Andrew, and ordained elder at Greensboro, 
December 6, 1863, by Bishop Pierce. He continued his itiner- 
ant ministry without a break, till 1901, when at Gastonia, 
on account of broken health, he obtained the relation of su- 
perannuation; thus it is seen that his career as an itinerant 
preacher covered a period of more than fifty years — a ministry 
that was distinguished as one of more than ordinary dili- 
gence, faithfulness and success. 

During this long ministry he served the following 
charges: — 1860, Cape Hatteras; 1861-2, East Rowan; 1863, 
South Iredell; 1864, Chaplain Confederate Army — Twenty- 
Second Regiment N. C. Troops; 1865-6, Montgomery Circuit; 
1867-8, Deep River Circuit; 1869, Magnolia Circuit; 1870-1, 
Fifth Street, Wilmington; 1872-3-4, Wilson Station; 1875-6, 
Wayne Circuit; -877-8-9-80, Durham, Trinity Church; 1881, 
Newbern Station; 1882-3, Front Street, Wilmington; 1884-5, 
Fayetteville, Hay Street; 1886-7-8-9, Randolph Circuit; 
1890-1-2, Mooresville Circuit; 1893-4, Presiding Elder 
Morganton District; 1895-6-7-8, Presiding Elder Winston Dis- 
trict; 1899-1900, Presiding Elder Greensboro District; 1901, 
Wadesboro Station. 

As a man Dr. Wood was one of nature’s noblemen; na- 
ture endowed him with a fine physique, a striking person- 
ality, a commanding presence, and a strong mind. 
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He was noble, unselfish, self-sacrificing, hightoned, ur- 
bane, dignified; gold tried in the fire, refined, pure, symmet- 
rical in moral build, chaste in thought, polished in man- 
ners. His was a well rounded, stately manhood. He was 
kind, brotherly, amiable, sincere in his friendship, strong 
in his attachments, honest in his intercourse with men, royal 
in his love for the brotherhood of itinerants. 

Those who knew him well, appreciated and esteemed 
him highly for his excellent qualities, for his solidity of 
character, for the strength of his convictions, for the integ- 
rity of his life, for his candor, and for his sterling worth. 

While he was courageous and fearless, he was tender, 
benignant, sympathetic; there was no alloy in him, nor dis- 
simulation, nor hatred, nor bitterness; he was a manly man; 
a good and great man; great hearted, great minded, great 
souled. 

It was always pleasant and profitable to be associted 
with him. He was optimistic; he helped you to step out 
into larger regions of thought and being, into wider horizons, 
into a larger faith, a firmer hope and a deeper grasp of 
truth. 

As a preacher, Dr. Wood was profoundly conscious of 
the divineness of his call to preach, of the sacredness and 
magnitude of his high calling, of the gravity, the responsi- 
bility and the meaning of the vows and obligations which he 
assumed at the bar of the Conference. 

A glance at the appointments which he received shows 
the quality and service of his ministry. Early in his min- 
isterial career he took high rank, both as a preacher and 
leader in the Conference, filling many of the most impor- 
tant charges, and worthily gaining a position of leadership. 

Dr. Wood was a preacher of pronounced ability, his ser- 
mons were always strong, packed with gospel truth, and 
delivered with earnestness and force. He had strong con- 
victions of the truth, of the great cardinal doctrines, of 
our holy Christianity, and his messages always rang clear 
and true and powerful. 

As a preacher he was sound and sane; he stood square 
on the great positive verities of his Lord and Master, and 
proclaimed the truth as it is in Jesus. 

He intensely believed in something that was definite, 
and preached something that was definite. He did not 
parley with negations, nor deal in a diluted divinity. He did 
not handle the word of God deceitfully, but by the manifes- 
tation of the truth he commended himself and his message 
to every man’s conscience. 

He intensely believed and loved the doctrines and policy 
of Methodism and was an able, courageous and fearless 
defender of them. 

Dr. Wood was a profound theologian; he studied the- 
ology and came to a mighty grasp of it by his contact with 
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the Bible, living men and the best biblical and theological 
literature of his day. 

In his formative period as a preacher he lived and moved 
in the company of great men; of men who were giants, 
who had faith, in God, and were consecrated to His service, 
and in the association and tuition of such men, young 
Frank Wood could not but learn, and he did learn. 

For many years he was the Conference singer, and it 
was inspiring to hear him, in clear, musical tones, sing 
such hymns as, “And Are We Yet Alive?” and “How Firm 
a Foundation, Ye Saints of the Lord,” etc. 

But his voice, in sermon and song, is hushed; he is 
gone from us, but he has left the record of a great and 
good life, a life consecrated to God and highest service, 
of wide usefulness, and that touched thousands of lives, 
helping to make them meet for the inheritance of the 
saints of light. He had fought the good fight, kept the faith, 
finished his course, and was ready to go. 

In his last sickness he found occasions to express his 
unshaken faith in God, his confident hope of eternal life 
and his preparation for the heavenly world. 

A day or two before his death he quietly and calmly 
made arrangements for his funeral, burial and memoir, 
and when asked as to the other world, in his own charac- 
teristic way, confidently and calmly answered: “O, that’s 

all right, that’s all right,” and thus he passed away — and 
it was the passing of a great and good man.

County, South Carolina, April 21, 1845; converted and joined 
the Methodist Church in early childhood; married December

Her husband says of her: 

“She was pre-eminently a good woman, full of faith 
and the Holy Ghost, and was never known to speak evil 
of any one. Her heart and life were in the missionary 
work, and her last dollar was given to this cause.”

Laura May Brooks was born in Clay County, February 
22, 1868; married to Rev. C. H. Curtis in 1887, and died in 
Lenoir June 19, 1913. 

As the wife of an itinerant preacher she was faithful 
to every task; as a mother she was tender and full of solic- 
itude for her children; as a Christian she was devoted to 
her Church; was intelligent, humble, devout, and when 
the end came she met it in triumph. 

We have no way of estimating the value of such a life, 
but God does and will adequately reward it.
